land with all kinds of divers coloured garlands, 
Concerning me,if any man ſhal inquiye what might 
be the cauſe, and ſcr what reaſon 1 came into this fa- 
mous lland , and haue travelled fo farre as this moſt 
jillutrious and renowned Vniverſitie of Oxtoard, may 
jt pleaſe himto heare the caute, (God himlelfe will 
witneſlſe it to bee true according to this enſuing diſ- 
eourſc.) Becauſe the divel perceaued thathis timuc was 
A 3 but 


but ſhort, therefore he came into the earth fu! of wrath 
and was moued againſtthe Church of God, as a raging 
& angry Lyon; according to that which S. Iohn 1aith 
in the Reyclation, the 1 2. Chap. and the 22.verſe, and 
as the Prophet David ſpeaketh in the 8o Pſalme & the 
x3.verſc, The wild bore out ofthe wood hath deſtroy- 
ed ir,and the wild beaſts of the field haue caten ir: and 
againe in the 83 Pſalme,verſe 5.& 6, They haue con- 
ſulred rogether in heart, & haue made a league againſt 
thee;The Tabernacles of Edom, andthe Iſmalues, &c. 
Right ſo the Greeke Church at this time ſuffererh , be= 
ing deſtitute of all perfetion & knowledge : the cauſe 
of this evill is the great FTurke, that is the king ofthe 
Turkes doth defire,and is willing to haue peace with 
all that are vnder him: bur: ſome ofhis Magiftrats are 
yery wicked and proud, & by thoſe the Greek Church 
doth ſuffer much miſery : torthis reaſon , neither can 
there be ——— , neither any Mafter deſiring to 
reach ſchollers can remaine in one place, Even as ] ſuf- 
fered and knowe : who haue taſted cfmany kindes of 
- miſery:towthe caule of this my miſery wasthis: 1 in 
my youth defired much to better my ynderſtanding & 
_my learning, remembring that faying of Chriſt ; ſearch 
the Scriptures,and in them thou ſhalt find everlaſting 
lie:and that of S.Paul ro Timothic, In that thou haſt 
knowne the holy Scriprures of a child which are able 
to make thee wiſe yaro ſalvation. And that of Soloms; 
where the Lord faich in that thou askeſt wiſdome only 
and norhing elfe, I will giue thee wildome and riches 
therewithall,& akingdome greater then all che king- 
domes ofthe earth; And that of Davidin.the Pf, 119, 
Inthy lawes did I medirate;yer by reaſon of the defe-

Hagarene,and a deadly enemy to all Chiiflians which 


dwelt at Athens:beſides this he was very covetousand 
crucll ; vniuſt and did much wrong to the Athenians; 


by reaſon whereof che Athenians: went to the great 


Turke three ſeverall times, and complained of the 1niu- 
rics which hc had offcred them, wherevypon the great 
Turke tent certaine noble men to hang him;bur by rea 
ſon of his riches & nobility they could not accompliſh 
that they were ſent for. The Captaine vpon theſe com- 
plaints was greivouſly offended with the Athenians:& 
farther to ſatisfie his owne greedy deſires he oppreſſed 
many ſtrangers:amongſt thereſt lecing mee alſo, who 
was a ſtranger and ynknowne of al]: immediatly hee 
layes hands vpon me, diligently examined me concer- 
ning the name of the governour of my natiue country: 
]anſ{wered that it was nowalmoſt rwentie yeares fince 
11cft my country for ſtudy and learning ſake; and that 
I had not as yet returned to my country, and therefore 
knew not the name ofthe governour thereof, Then he 
anſwered me,if you knowe not your governour, you 
' muſtgoeto Hoff 3 , whether wheri I came, they clapt a 
pairc ofbolts vpon my legs; notlong afterthe gover=- 
nour called many ofthe Turkes, who deriue their be- 
ginning from Mahomet,andthen he tooke mee our of 
py ſon,and brought me before them, & ſaid vnto them 

chold a Spaniſh traicor. They all cryed our, ris true as 
you ſay,he is a traiterous Spaniard,as we knowe by his 


card, forit is long andpicked, andblacke, and his * 


clothes are of a (paniſh red (for I d1d weare apparell of 


red colour, ſuchas the chicke ofthe Greeke Monks vic 


alſo)and ſome of the Chriſtians ſtanding by , made an« 
fwer for me to the Turkes, that this was the viuall ap» 
parell of the betterſort ofche Greeke Monkes: butt 


Furkes withſtood that, ſaying, that the Monkes habits. 


were made of courſer cloth ,burt mine was of finer, and 
therefore a ſpaniſh garmenc:this they ſaid, not that the 
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cloth was indeed finer then that of other Monkes , bur 
that they might vniuſtly pickea quarrel! & bring ſome 
accuſation,whereby they might puniſh mee. After this 
they began ro intice me laying; our Eafter is ncere at 
hand,and if thou wilt deny chy Chriſt, we promile thee 
(and that wee may not deceaue thee as concerning our 
promiſe, we lweare ) thatif thou wilt become a Turke, 
thou ſhalt greatly honour our feaſt day, andforthis 
we willmake thee aCenturion; beſides other great ho- 
'..nours which wait vpon thee, Now it is the manner of 
the Turks when they ſweare,not to falfifie their words 
and thrice inthis maner they tempted me: bur Idenicd 
themalwaies, telling them}, thar my care was nor for 
honours,but that 1 deſired ratherto dy in the ſame re- 
ligion,for which my father and mother dicd alſo.Then 
one of the governours came, andplucking mec by the 
beard,and the haire ofthe head , baffeted mee, ſaying, 
why,ſceing I turned Turke,maift not thou alfo'? ( for 
before time he had beene a Chriſtian )Ianſwered him 
that I cared net what he had done, I allow nor of it, 
Then he chrewe me on the ground,anc trampled ypon 
my head befare all che congregation of Turkes, and 
Chriſtians, And afrerwards-they ſhut mee vp in c!o'e 
ward;meanifig after a few houres tobring mee out a= 
gaineropuniſhment, that for feare of iripes 1 might - 
turne Turke, And certaine ch:iſtian ſlaucs belonging. 
ro the Captaine, who were of the welterne Churh, 
cameto me ſaying:now is the time that thou ſhalt be 
ſcourged to death vnleſſe thou turne,& they beſoughe 
me ſaying,itis bettertodiethen turne Turke. I anſwe- 
red, God forbid, that Iſhould deny chriſt thecrue 
God,1I wil firſt die an hundred times in one lay before 
1] deny my Saviour Chriſt, Then my contcience ſaid ro: 
me in private: But can I thenindure rormentzeven vn- 
-, to death? then my reaſon anſwered, Chriſt was a man, 
and yet he {uffered on the erofſero death , and that nor 


tog 
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for himſclfe, but others, But thenT reaſoned againe, 

ariſt was both God and man, therefore hee could. 
withſtand the terrors of death: but I amafleſhlyman,, 
and perchanceI] cannot vnduzrgoe the cruell panges of 
-dearh: but my conſcience (olved all this doubt, inthar. 
the Martyrs were flefhly men, and finners, yetbythe 
grace of God were ſtrengthned to die, thereforebythe 
ſame grace ſhall I be ſuſtained, And in this cogiration. 
I was much.comforted, and prevailed in ſpirit, & who» 
ly gaue my ſelfe over to faſter death: and they lead me 
ſtreight waies tothe place of execution, and bound me 
hand, and foot in manner ofa crofle ypon the earth, as 


appeareth by this figure, 
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Since here Thaue no witneſſes, that for the preſent may 
reſtifie the truth of theſe my ſufferings, therefore I call 
the erernall father , and God of all, both witneſle and 
judge in this manner: The erernall God puniſh 'me in 
this world and in that to come, if I haue not thus ſuffe- 


red fromthe Turkes vniuſtly, for my faith in Chriſt, as 


is vnder written, For they laid on the earththicke pee- 
ces of timber like the beames ofa houſe, and to them 
they bound me,and then they began to beate me with 
ſcourges,as appeares inthefigure, Two men dipping 
their rods in ſalt water began to ſcourge me , and when 
the one was lifting vp his hand, the diſer was ready to 
ſtrike, ſothat Icould takenoreſt, and my paine was 
moſt grievous:and (o they continued beating me, ſay- 
ing,turne Turke, and we will free thee : but I anſwered 
them,in no calc, vntill they made me halfe dead_: then 
they reſted a while, ſaying, hee is ſurely very conſtant, 
a will not deny his religion: but we will tell him that 
wee willlet himgoeif heewillſay thatthe Athenian 
Marchants which are in Venice, ſenthim to betray A- 
thens tothe Spaniards : and then they began to beate 
me on the feere, ſaying : confeſſe that the Athenians 
which trafhquein Venice, ſent thee to betray Athens 
£0 the Spaniards, and we wiillet thee: goe : Now the 
Turkes would haue me beare falſe witneſſe againſt the 
Arthenians,that thereby they might take then, and ſlay 
them for the hatred which was berweene the gover- 
nour,and the Athenians.1 ſaid nothing to this, andrill 
this time 1 vnderſtood wha the Turkes ſaid, but from 
this moment, that is, from that time, in which they ſaid 
ewice or thrice tome, confeſſe that the Athenians ſent 
thee ro betray Arhens, I anſwered nothing," I vnder- 
ſtond nothing,I was perfetly dead, and1o remained 
for the ſpace of an houre,and againe after an houre, by 
the grace of God revived. Then the Turkes tooke all 
my ſubſtance,my bookes I meane,and riches,and 1 _ 
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muchin debt, till by the requeſt of manynoblemen 
I was freed from priſon, Andafter a weeke, they coun« 
ſelled among themleſues ro take me, and in one houre 
trokill me, or make me rurne Turke by whipping, and 
other torments: But this laying wait was made known 
to all the Chriſtians ,both men and women in Athens, 
andto mealſo, Then I fled from Athens, and wandring 
abroad, found expert Marchants, which knewe well 
both England and many other places: and inquired 
diligently ofthem where I might find wiſemen, with 
whom Imightkeepe my religion, and not looſe my 
learning:they told me,in England you may haue both, 
for the Engliſh men louethe Grecians, andrheirlear- 
ning:and it is amonarchie, where are found many very 
honeſt, wiſe, and liberall men: but in Germany, France, 
andItaly,they haue continually ciuill warres, There- 
foreI camein a ſireight courſe to England, and came 
through Flanders to Yarmouth in England, where by 
good fortune I met with the Biſhop of thatDioceſe, 
who examined me diljgenrly,and found the teſtimonies 
which I brought from our Biſhops, and Clergy of 
Peloponenſus,and other places. And hee with thereſt 
of the miniſteric beſtowed mony on mee according ts 
their faculties, and ſent me with letters to Cambridge, 
(for he him(ſelfe was a Cambridge man ) and the Do« 
&ors of Cambridge receaued me kindly, and frankly:& 
I ſpent there almoſt one wholeyeare, astheteſtimonie - 
of Cambridge can witneſſe, Then I fell ſicke, thatT 
could ſcarce breath: and the Phyſitians and Doors 
counſelled meto goeto Oxford, becaule(faid they } 
the aire of Oxford is far betrer, the that of Cambridge, 
And ſo I came to this famous Vniverſfitie of Oxford: & 
now Iliuc here ftudious theſe many yeares, And firſt [ 
thanke God, who ſent meerto ſuch honeſt, and learned 
men, & ſecondly your Worſhip, whoare my moſt kind 
benefaRtor, and to all othermy moſt kind On 
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andre all good 2nd charitable men: and I befeech God 
bothday and nigbt, that hee will reſtore an hundred 


fold - to youin this life, and in the lifero come a 


crowne incorruptible, ro you I ſay, and all otheg 


good men for their great -goodneſſe and liberalitie. |

Jam conſcious to my ſelfe of mine owne ynworthi- 
nefle, having not ſo much asa taſt of that learning, 
which might make me bold topreſent my lines before 
ſo worthy men: yer becauſe( as a wiſe man hath it) ne- 
ceſſitic : HR man to many aſhift; Iam therefore 


_ thus ſet on worke Our Saviour Chriſt both God and 


manz as God doth require fpirituall honour fram the 
ſoules of men, to wit, goodaefle, loue, carefullneſſe to 
performe good things, almes deeds, & the like; accor- 
ding to that of the Prophet David: ler every fpirir 
praile the Lord: andasS Paule commandeth, glorifie 
God in-your, bodie, & in. your ſpirit for they are Gods. 
Now as man our Lord requireth ſuch honour, as was 
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duc vntotharperſon inhim, Forſoirt appearethinthar 


queſtion of his vnto the Leper; who oftenthat were 
cleanſed, alonereturned to render our Saujour thanks, 
Are there not ten cleanſeh but where are thoſe nine; 
ſurely as a wiſe man ſpeaketh, he muſt needs be of a ye= 


ry ingratefull diſpoſition, whoin matters ofkindnefle 
conſu 


ddenly become forgetfnll, For my owne partif 


there be any ſuch, who for benefits receiued, ſhall not 
returne ſpeciall acknowledgement alwaies vnto his 
freinds, let him beare that foule note ofingratitude, 
with diſgrace and infamie amongſt men, I my ſelfe for. 
ſome-yeares have beene nurſedin this delicious and 
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this with all thankfulneſſe both to his country ,& {þ 

cially to your moſt reverend dignitie,and to your ſelfe 
my Xxind Maſter and BenefaRtor? I might iuſtly bee ac- 

countcd one of thoſe, Therefore that I may not ſeeme* 
vvogratefull for ſuch great benefits, as muchasin mee 
lies, I will ſend forth this ſpeech,and ſoI begin, 
O faire ike man , thou moſt fertilland pleaſant coft- 
trie of England, which art the head of the world, indu- 
ed with thole two faire ejes , the two Vniverſities, 
which raineſt downe moſt plentifally milke,and hony. 
call thee faire-like man, andthe head beautified with 
two pleaſant eyes, becauſe hererofore thou didft ſend 
forth two hornes ofthe holychurch of Chriſt. The firſt 
is Conſtantine the great,thatſecondlight of the world 
who freed ſuch as were held in captiwvitie for the con< 
feſſion of Chriſt, who drived'awaythe miſt of Idolatry 
who was equall even withthe Apoſtles, & firfttrium- 
hed over the enemies of Chriſt, The ſecond horne is 
896 Helen, who found our that life-bearing crofle,the 
weapons of al true Chritians,the moſt holy mother of 
the world. Butnow,and long fince thou haſt bin beau- 
tified with two reſplendent cies inthat thou c6taineſt 
the two famous Vniverſties, For I cal the two Vruver= 
firies the two reſplendent eies,even moſt renowned, & 
molt beautifull Oxford, with her fiſter the like renow- 
ned Cambridge. And if it bee lawfullro comparethe 
world to a mans body(for a man, according to Arifto- 
tle,is alittle world) ſurely Imuſt account England the 
head of this body: for itisevenſo divided by the ſen 
from the other parts of the world as a mans head from 
his body by the necke., Thou art alſo the place of re= 
fuge,cven the hauen of comfort topoore Grecians op- 
preſſed with the tyrannie of the Turkes : as David faies 
inthe 83. Plalme againſt the arke of the covenane,the 
Tabernacles of Edom,and the Iſmalites haue ſerthern=- 
ſelucs &c, Thou þringeſt forth moſt wiſe men, yea 
B 3 moſt 
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þ moſt yaliant and heroicall-captaines, ( as heretofore 


Grecia did)yea and thoſe loners of the Greeks, & Par- 
takers of their former yertues. Now tl:e reaſon of this 
I will tell you. We read in the hiſtories of Euſebius Bi- 
ſhop of Ceſarea,that Conſtantinethe great,and his hoe 
ly mother Helen were Brytanes , the ofipring and 
flowres of Brittaine : and when Conſtantine the great, 
ruled ouer the Grecians, as allothe whole world, then. 
his kinsfolke came out of Brytaine ro Conſtantinople _ 
and lwued in the preſence of Conſtantine, and likewiſe 
the Grecians were ſent into England from Conftan- 
tine, and ſothe Grecians and Engliſh were mingled in. 
bloud;, And for this cauſe the Engliſh loue the Greci- 
ans,and their learning,andare beloued of them more 
then any other nation, Andthey partake one of ano= 


' ther in many things beſide » For the Engliſh nation 


hauc excelled in wiſdome, andall heroicall vertues, as 
the Grecians ofold did. And they doe diligently, and 
with great ynderſtanding ſearch out the truth (as faith 
Paul, beware leaſt any make a prey of you through phi- 


 Joſopbie,and vaine deccit)as the Grecians alſo hereto- 


fore are accounted to haue done: and they are alſo gi- 
uento hoſpitalitic , and -:pittieof poore ſtrangers, as 
werethe Grecians(asS.Paullaiestc the Theſſalonians 
concerning brotherly loue I need not ſpeake : for you 
aretaught this from aboue:) and they will aiſodic for 
their religion, butneverturne from their erue worſhip 
of God to any other,as allo theGrecians:yea I my lclte 
was once dead through the cruel] ſcourging of the 
Turkes for the faith of Chriſt,and I neyer denied Chriſt 
thetrue God, THE 
Allhaile therefore , O moſt worthy England: for 
thou arta Virgin,which was never broughr into thral- 
dome by any king.although thou haſt beene ſometime - 
humbled, yer thou waſt never captivated :and as thou 
azta Viogin;lothe motheralloofmany wiſe me, yea

much be ſpoken of England, which of no
